"The National Tuberculoste 
elation is engaged 4n a battle in 

which it will be successful only in 
the degree that it is persistent. The 
campaign faces much-goaded popu- 
lar sensations which are resolved to 
relax at any cost, and thus it finds 
the task more difficult. Because the 
'white plague' lacks sensational ele- 
ments it doe-s not command atten- 
tion and many people think that the 
subject does not concern them. But 
we felt a icertain concern when the 
Germans were accounting for the 
deaths of some 60,000 Americans — 
how. then should we feel toward the 
enemy at home, whleh daring the 
same period of tlme^ took toll of 
150.000 Ameriean lives? The good- 
natured public is slow to wrath, but 
slower still to comprehend the 
t#uth when doing so requires it to 
change established notions. It is 
high time we set ourselves right 
and realize that tuberculosis claims 
a victim out of every three persons 
who die between the ages of 18 and 
45 — the productive time of life. It 
is estimated that the economic 
waste from the disease in the Unit- 
ed States is $500,000,000 annually. 
The fight aialaat- thte ravager is 
more than a question of health — it 
to one of eeonomica and production 
as well. And there is a good pros- 
pect of making progress against the 
disease. That tuberculosis is both 
curable and preventable has been 
established beyond doubt by science. 
We cannot afford to ignore the chal- 
lenge. 

"This year, through the influence 
of war, the United States is faced 
with an unprecedented shortage of 
homes, a shortage which makes 
overcrowding in our cities more in- 
tense.
